Ottawa, .July 17. — Col. Samuel Keelson, 
ex-warden of the Stony Mountain Penitenti- 
ary, had a stroke of paralysis here this 
morning and died at six o'clock to-night. 
Mr, Bcdson was well known in connection 
with tho part ho took during the rebellion 
of 1885. 

Henry Ami of the Geological Survey 
arrived from British Columbia to-night. He 
collected specimens along the line of the 
Canadian Pacific from .'ianff to the second 
crossing of the Columbia. 

The testimony on the Seal Fishery Ait 
will appear in the Cannda- Gazette, to-mor- 
row. 

J. R. Hall, Secretary of the Interior De- 
partment, assumed the duties of Acting 
Deputy Minister, to-day. 

New post-offices opeeed in British Colum- 
bia, 1st July, Were at Balfour and Trail 
Creek, Yalo district. Departure Bay otlice, 
Alborrii, has been closed. Johnson's 
Landing has been changed to Dewrlney. 

Tho Tarte-McGreevy investigation, to- 
day, produced tho most startling evidence 
of the wrek. P. V. Valin, ex-M.P., chair- 
man of tlio Quebec Harbor Commission, said 
that Sir Hector Lnngcvin told him that 
Thomas McGreevy was his confidential mail 
and wus beloved by him. Pie detailed the 
circumstsnces relative to the substitution of 
Murphy's tinccrtilied check for a deposit 
for receipts, and said lie certainly under- 
stood that the McGreevy letter was directly 
opposite to that filed with the Committee. 
The witness gave interesting information as 
to Quebec politics. He affirmed lie had 
been promised a senntorsliip, which he hud 
never received. This afternoon Julian 
Chabot, menuccr of the steamer "Admiral," 
swore that Thomas McGreevy, the princi- 
pal owner of tho boat up to February lust, 
had received an annual subsidy from the 
Dominion of $12,600 for the last nine years. 
Jle thought this disqualified Mr. Mc- 
Greevy. 

The budget debate was continued by 
Messrs. McLennan, Dawson, O'Brien, Lan- 
dorkiii and MonoHofT. 

The full text of th-' late Premier's will 
was PJjblithed to-ni iht. He appears to hai'c 
been possessed of a ceilftiri number of InSres 
in the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

The order for the anuusl drill cimp, 
issued to-day, shows there are not 
as many corps as last year. 

Mr. Ross (Dundos) will ask the House to 
take steps to remedy the evil resulting from 
the mutilated silver coin in circulation. 



OUR OTTAWA LETTER, 



The Irregularities in the Civil Ser- 
vice—The Tarte-.McGreevy 
Investigation- 

The Wants of Victoria Brought to 
tho Attention of Premier 
Abbott. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, July 11.— This has been an 
exciting and sensational week in political 
circles. Ii one were to search the archives 
of the Privy Council ollice it would be im- 
possible to find at any period in our pist 
history such a record as that, which this 
week has brought forth. The suspension of 
one of tlio highest officials in the Public 
Service, the resignation of another high 
official, and the suspension of two sub- 
ordinate officers does not often take place 
and it is sincerely to be hoped for the sake 
of the civil service that the end has been 
reached. Tho telegraph wires have com- 
municated to you the reason for Mr. Par- 
ley's suspension. I have known the lato 
duef engineer of Public Works for u, number 
of years, and I can say that there are few 
men, within the range of my acquaintance, 
who bote a higher reputation for 
uprightness than he did. It was a surprise 
to the members of the Privileges and Flec- 
tions committee when the odoriferous Mr. 
Murphy took t ho stand on Wednesday 
morning, and iinblushingly avowed that ho 
had offered Mr. Perley u present of $12,000, 
and upon his refusing to accept it he hud 
expressed to the engineer a quantity of 
jewelry and silver plate valued at $l,K8!>. 
Murphy has been so much discredited dur- 
ing the past two weeks, time and time 
again he having placed himself in such a 
position that no fair-minded man would be- 
lieve him upon oath, that when he made his 
charges against the chief engineer of Public 
Works it was thought he was simply telling 
a story which had not the slightest founda- 
tion in fact. The morning following 
Mr. Perley asked to he heard in his 
own defence. In broken accents and 
evidently, feeling keetlly the unfortunate 
position in which he is placed, Mr. Perley 
described how the tempter came to him. It 
appears that Murphy visited Mr. Parley's 
house, and on the engineer refusing.to ac- 
cept the gift tendered, as Murphy said to 
him, by the Brm of Larkin, Connolly & Co., 
as u mark of their appreciation for tlio man- 
ner in which he had managed affairs in 
connection with Quebec harbor — for, bo it 
remembered, that Mr. Perley was then 
being addressed, not as chief engineer of 
the Public Works Department, but as en- 
gineer of the Quebec Harbor Commissioners, 
and then Murphy went so far as to slip the 
money in an envelope and place it under 
tho cover on the piano. Before ho left 
the house tho money wan discovered there 
and Mr. Perley peremptorily refused to 
take it. Then, in an unguarded moment, 
as he says, to get rid of the importunate 
contractor. Mr. Perley said that Murphy 
might give Mrs. Perley a diamond ring, or 



something to that effect. With this Murphy 
went away, and a few days later purchased 
at Birk'a jewelry store, in Montreal, jewelry 
and plate of the amount previously stated, 
and had it forwarded to O.tawa. The 
package arrived at a time when Mr. Perley 
was not at home, and was therefore opened 
in his absence. He says he was appalled by 
the quantity of valuable articles, and was 
anxious to get rid of them, but thought 
lie would wait until he could 
see Murphy or some other members 
of the firm. It wus weeks afterwards that 
he had an opportunity of spe iking about it, 
and then he asked Murphy for the bill, 
which wus presented to him. A man in 
l is position cannot dip his hand into his 
pocket and spend $1,885, in one fell swoop, 
on jewelry, and, therefore, it was that the 
mutter was allowed to rest in the mean- 
while. Here it is, however, that Mr. Per- 
ley made his faux pas before the commit- 
tee. He had given tho committee to un- 
derstand that he was animated with a de- 
sire to redeem himself on account of the er- 
ror he had committed, and he proceeded to 
state that he had repaid the amount last 
year. On further inquiry, however, being 
made, it appeared that Mr. Perley had 
simply given an 1.0. U. A very bad im- 
pression wus created by this mis-statement, 
and Mr. Perley lost a good deal of sympa- 
thy by it. Had he but frankly avowed 
what the condition of affairs actually were, 
doubtless more consideration would have 
been extended to him, but, as it is, he cut 
the ground almost entirely from under his 
feet. After Mr. Perley's admission, the 
Government had no alternative but to n->k 
him for his resignation. It is definitely 
understood that Mr. Perley will retire from 
the public service, but the Iceling is general, 
in view of his splendid record as a public 
servant, that the Government should deal 
liberally with him in the matter of super- 
annuation. 

The case of the Deputy Minister of the 
Interior is one entirely different from that 
of Mr. Perley. Setting aside the dispute 
between Mr. Henry, of the Interior Depart- 
ment, and Mr. Burgess, that the latter had 
explained to Henry why an additional 
hundred dollars should be tucked on to a 
cheque which Henry was to approve, it 
would appear that the only blame attaching 
to Mr. Burgess is that lie was supersensitive 
in regard to paying his father-in-law for 
work he had legitimately performed. Mr. 
Anderson, the gentleman in question, wus 
an old and respected journalist, well 
known to many of the newspaper men 
of Ontario. He had more than earned the 
money duo to him, hut owing to "skits" 
which appeared in certain Gut newspapers 
— notably the Ottawa Free Press— that the 
Deputy Minister of tho Interior was giving 
employment to some of his relatives, Mr. 
Burgess took the course ho did of paying 
Mr, Anderson. It wus a case of mistuken 
delicacy to abstain from squarely paying 
the money to Mr. Anderson when it hud 
been honestly earned. It was mi error of 
judgment, and doubth ss Mr. Burgess has 
been punished sufficiently for it by the pub- 
licity and notoriety he has gained during 
th.-. p.ii't two-or three days. He bus placed 
bis resignation, as 1 telegraphed you last 
evening, in the hands of Mr. Dewdney, but 
it is altogether improbable that it will be 
accepted. Mr. BurgeS Hs one of the ablest, 
if not the ablest, among the deputy heads 
in the public service, and no one knows this 
better than the members of the Government. 
It would be a gre it loss to the country, if 
his services were dispensed with for such a 
comparatively trivial offence. 

In regard to the other two clerks, their 
eases are serious enough to warrant suspen- 
sion. On their clear admission, contrary to 
the provisions of the Civil Service Act, they 
countenanced or participated in extra pay. 
A clause in the Civil Service Act expressly 
forbids any payment being made to any pub- 
lic official, beyond his ordinary salary, un- 
less such sum or sums be specially voted by 
Parliament. There is good reason to be- 
lieve, however, that the system of permun- 
ent<officiuls participating with extra clerks 
in payment for extra work runs pretty much 
through all the departments. In fact, there 
is the befit evidence for the statement that 
it is by no means confined to the Interior 
Department. Ono can foresee that some 
good will come from the stirring up of this 
mud-puddle. Some scheme will have to 
be devised, whereby men, who are well 
entitled to a liberal remuneration for the 
services which they render t j the country, 
should have thoso services properly recog- 
nized. There is something wrong with the 
C. S. Act us it operates at present, and the 
Government will have to take some steps to 
overcome the difficulty, which presents it- 
self. 

Looking at the matter from another 
standpoint, thero is a strong feeling in the 
service, amongst those whose skirts are 
clear that the Government should appoint 
a commission and probe these irregularities 
to the bottom. Let there be no mincing of 
matters, suy they. 

THE 1A-EC1S INQUIRY. 
The investigation before the Privileges 
and Flections' committee is dragging its 
weary length along. Daily sessions are 
being held, hut the end is far from being in 
sight. Already the evidence and minutes 
of proceedings make u fairly bulky volume 
of 'UK) pages, anil at the rate of progress 
now being made, it is expected that it will 
reach 1 ,000 pages before it is completed. As 
yet, barely the fringe has been touched. Owen 
Murphy and Nicholas K. Connolly, 
have given their testimony, hut 
these are yet to come. Patrick 
Larkin, Martin Connolly and book keeper, 
Sir Hector Lnngevin, Thomas McGreevy, 
Robert McGreevy, Charles H. McGrtevy, 
Robertson, the undouhtublc Mr. Tarte him- 
self, and a score of other witnesses. It is 
also reported that Messrs. Baker and 
Shakespeare will he Sllbpcetiead, and doubt- 
less your late members would readily come 
to Ottawa, if only for the purpose of dis- 
proving certain statements in regard 
to them. So{j far as I can see, how- 
ever, there will he no necessity for 
them coming here. Nicholas Connolly did 
the manly act by them yesterday by stating 
that any conversation he hud with them in 
reference to the lengthening of the dock ut 
Fsijuiinalt was simply of an honorable char- 
acter. Public opinion was very strong in 
Victoria in favor of the lengthening of the 
dock, and Messrs. Shakespeare and Baker 
were simply endeavoring to give expression 
to that feeling by urging tho Government 
to accede to the wishes of the residents of 
the city. Nicholas Connolly stated that 
not onecont of money hud been paid to your 
late representatives or to any Body else in 
connection with the agitation about the 
lengthening of the dock, and Mr. Tarte ad- 
mitted they were free from blame. The 
irrepressible Mr. Lister of Lambton, who 
ih everlastingly poking his nose into other 
people's business, thought he would liavo u 



fine skip at tho newspapers, and therefore 
put the gently insinuating question to Con- 
nolly, " How much did you pay the news- 
papers for writing up the agitation?" He 
promptly got his answer—" not a cent." 

JIKS3KS. KAHI.K AND PRIOR. 

Speaking of tho lato representatives in 
Parliament, of your city, reminds me of 
what your present representatives have 
been doing this week. They have talked 
pretty plainly to Sir Hector with reference 
to harbor requirements, but seemingly tho 
Minister of Public Works was not prepared 
to do anything. What tho reason of this 
is one can hardly divine, unless it be that 
Sir Hector knows that he is not going to be 
iu the Public Works department veiy long 
and is therefore prepared to let public busi- 
ness go by the board. Messrs. Furle and 
Prior, therefore, turned from him and laid 
their case before the First Minister. They 
told Mr. Abbott, very plainly, how shabbily 
Victoria had been treated in tho paBt, and 
gave him to understand that the citizens of 
Victoria would not bo satisfied unless a 
substantial sum was placed in the cstimutea 
for the dredging of the harbor and for the 
erection of a new public building. I am 
inclined to think that Mr. Abbott was not 
heretofore aware of the discontent which 
prevails in Victoria in reference to the 
manner in which the Government has treit- 
ed your city, and your two indefatigable re- 
presentatives are confident that they made 
a sound impression upon him, the result of 
which should be known very shoi tly. 
Another item of news of interest to your 
citizens has reference to the drill shed. Sir 
Adolphe Curon is good at making promises, 
but he has faithfully promised this time 
that us soon as the appropriation for the 
drill hull is revoted he will ut once have 
tenders called for. Moreover, Col. Prior 
has been successful in securing a reversion 
to the original plans, and the new armory 
will therefore be built from the plans which 
were first examined by your citizens. The 
result will be a drill hall, creditable alike to 
the Government and to the city. 

A NASTY ROW, 

One of the liveliest " Bputs " that I have 
seen in parliament for a good many years, 
took place on Thursday evening. The Op- 
position charges that the Government had 
broken faith with them by allowing Mr. 
Desjardins to move an amendment to Sir 
Richard Cartwright's resolution on the 
tariff. Some hitter words were exchanged, 
but it would appear, from a careful perusal 
of Hansard, that the blunder, if any, was 
entirely on the part of Sir Richard Cart- 
wright. The knight from South Oxford 
was simply boiling with rage. Of course, 
it can be well understood that in order for 
the parliamentary machine to run smoothly 
there must be a certain amount of give and 
take between the two parties, and 
that the customary courtesies be- 
tween the leaders on both sides 
should be main'aincd, yet, after all, it is 
difficult to understand the frenzy displayed 
by the Opposition night bcfoie last.

Countess of Dudley's IHnniomls. 

London, July 17. — The famous theft of 
the Countess of Dudley's diamonds is still n 
mystery. The confession of the clerk, 
Wilkinson, upon which he was recently ar- 
rested, that he was the robber, having, 
turned out to be a " fake." Wilkinson, who 
is a clerk, wus discharged to-day, as thero 
was no reason to suppose by examination 
that he had ever seen the Dudley diamonds. 
Upon leaving the court-room he was artest- 
cd for a petty theft, which had nothing ro- 
mantic about it, but which he undoubtedly 
committed, and be will probably bo put 
where he will not be able to amuse himself 
by hoaxing tho polico for some time to- 
come. 

The World's Fulr t'ommlKKlnii. 

London, July 17. — Sir Henry Wood, 
Secretary of the Society of Arts, in an inter- 
view to day, said. that before the council of 
the society was created a royal commission- 
for the Chicago fair, tho Prince of Wales, 
us president of the society, was consulted, 
and ho approved of Lord Salisbury's selec- 
tion, at the same timo promising to give tho 
commission his hearty support. The Prince 
intends to take u practical part in the con- 
sultations of the commission, and will givo 
bis advice on all important matters con- 
nected with the British section. Sir Henry 
Wood says he will go to Chicago 
early in September, with Mr. James 
Dredge, editor of Engineering, to organize, 
the British section of tne fair. Of tho coun- 
cil of the Society of Arts, which consists of 
40 members, .'15 have been connected with 
former exhibitions, and the British section 
will have the full advantage of their experi- 
ence. The commissioners of tho Chicago 
fair, wdio recently arrived hereon their way 
to the continent, will remain in London ten 
days, conferring with Robt. S. McCormick 
and Sir Henry Wood. Minister Lincoln 
will introduce the commission to Lord 
Salisbury, and the Lord Mayor has invited 
them to a dinner at the Mansion House, 
which is to be given on the eve of their de- 
parture for the continent. 

Killed all ills Faintly. 

Vienna, July 10. — Hcrr Faddes, a corn 
broker of Pesth, shot his wife and two chil- 
dren, to-di.y, nnd then committed suicide. 
He had recently suffered heavy losses as 
the result of unsuccessful speculations and 
these misfortunes unsettled his reason. 

Killed In Hie Colliery, 

London, July 10. — An explosion of gas 
occurred in the Llautwitt colliery at Ponty- 
Pridd, Wales, to-day, instantly killing Mr. 
Abclham, manager of the colliery. 

Dissolution or Parliament Foreshadowed. 

London, July 17.— -It is the growing 
opinion that the speech delivered by Lord 
Salisbury, at the United Club, when he re- 
viewed the entire political situation, watSJ 
intended a? an election address, and it fsr 
taken to foreshadow an early dissolution of 
parliament. It is difficult to find any 
other explanation for such a general expres- 
sion of his views. Lord Salisbury lays, 
down his political programme, speaking' 
with no uncertain sound of a variety of 
subjects, and it would be premature and 
injudicious for him to make it public at this, 
time, unless it was intci.ded for early use in 
an electoral campaign. His own refusal to 
commit himself to any date when speaking 
of dissolution, is an indication that lie 
wishes to reserve to himself lull liberty to 
dissolve at the earliest possible moment, he 
deems it best for tho interests of the 
government and the Conservative party.

Serious Fire. 

Santa Cruz, Cul, July 16.— Fire broke 
■out last night at Boulder Creek, 14 miles 
from here, unci before morning the whole 
business piirt of the place, with the excep- 
tion of one buildings was in ashes. The 
buildings burned consisted of seven saloons, 
hotel, jewelry store, restaurant, candy store, 
fruit store, livery stable, blacksmith shop, 
and several dwellings.

and cattle before them. Alfalfa, unripe 
.grain and gardens are being completely 
■ ruined. 

The American Uo« Abroad. 

Chicago, July 10. — The loading pork 
packers here scout the idea that Russia will 
be able to keep the American bog from for- 
eign markets. The proposed plant to he 
erected near Moscow at a coBt of $150,000, 
they say, w mid be utterly incapable of 
competing with Chicago packers, that sum 
not being sufficient to furnish facilities for 
economic work. They also claim that there 
are not enough hogs raised in Russia to 
.keep one Chicago house running one month.

The West Superior Storm.

About 
rip. m., a lot of disreputable characters who 
frequent Gun Springs, a low drinking and 
gambling dive just outside the city limits, 
concocted the plot to murder the oflicers. 
Tlity accordingly stationed about fifteen, of 
their gang in ambush, along the Louisville 
and Nashville railroad, and two of their 
number began firing their Winchesters. 
These two woro Gillis Johnston and Frank 
Rosaimus. Chief Maples, with a posse of 
officers, went in pursuit of the pair, and 
they were led into an ambush. Overu hun- 
dred, shots were exchanged. Special officer 
Horsey Williams was shot through both 
thighs and patrolman Tucker was shot in 
the leg. The police wero forced to retire. 
They returned to the city and a posse of. 
about 100 citizens, armed with rilles, soon 
captured both the desperadoes and lodged 
them in jail. About 4 o'clock this morning 
a crowd of masked men entered Jailer 
Rallitz's sleeping apartments in the city 
jail, and with pistols at his head demanded 
the keys of the jail. The jailer was forced 
to give up the keys, the crowd then wen: 
into the jail, took Rossimua out and led him 
to the big bridge over Canal and Twentieth 
streets, where he was shot several times. 
A rope was then fastened about his neck, 
and ho was swung over the side of the 
bridge until 7 o'clock, when he wr.s cut 
down. A placard was placed over the 
bridge rail, just above the body, bearing 
this inscription : " Warning I this is the 
fate of all would-be murderers."

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SOKE OF A SETTLEMENT. 

American Sen! Commissioners leave on the 
Albatross. 

San Francisco, July 10.— Professor T. C. 
Mendenhull and Dr. A. C. Hart Merriam, 
commissioners appointed to represent the 
United Slutcs govemmont in the adjust- 
ment of the Behring's Sea controversy, left 
for Alaska and the Pribylof Islands on the 
Albatross this afternoon. Shortly before 
Professor Mcndenhall left he staled that he 
thought there was every reason to expect 
an amicable adjustment of the difficulty as 
results of the conference between the 
American commissioners and British repre- 
sentatives, Sir William Duwson, of Mon- 
treal, and Sir Baden Powell, member of 
Parliament of England. 

"Cessation of ttlie international dispute 
must certainly bo as desirable to Great 
Britain as to the United States," added 
Professor Mendenhall, "the seal trade of 
both countries being so valuable, and 1 
think the British commissioners will co- 
operate with us to effect an early and fair 
solution of the difficulty. I have known 
])r. Dawson intimately for many years, and 
I am sure our work, so far as he is concern- 
ed, will be pleasantly accomplished. The 
result of our conference, which will be 
either in Aluska or at the Pribylof Islands, 
will not ho made known until after we 
make our report to the government in 
Washington." 

Instructions to the commissioners from 
Washington are secret, and upon the con- 
clusion of the conference Professor Menden- 
hall will proceed to Washington by the 
most direct route, while Dr. Merriam will 
return on the Albatross to San Francisco.

KILLED BY THE STOKJL 

A New Building; at Wrst Superior, Wis., Blown 
Down— Five Corpses In the Ilulns. 

St. Paul, July 10.— A Pioneer Press 
special from West Superior, Wis., says: A 
wind storm of torrilie violence swept ovci- 
Superior to day. Thero,,was heavy rain, 
and the air was heavily charged with elec- 
tricity. Tho Blorm lasted only a short 
while, but in that time did great damage to 
property, besides taking at least live lives 
and injuring a number of persons. 

During the height of the storm an alarm 
of fire was turned in from tho Fifth ward, 
and the department responded to find a 
new, large, three-story frame hotel in 
course of construction on Third street, near 
La inborn avenue, a mass of ruins. The 
structure was blown down, and the cry 
went up that the wreck was tho tomb of many 
men. The news Hushed over tho city and 
hundreds of citizens rushed to the spot. In 
spite of the pouring rain the visitors rushed 
in and helped tho firemen in the rescue. 
The work is still in progress, fre sh men 
taking the places of those giving up through 
fatigue. Fully 3,000 people are at the ruins 
at a late hour to night. 

The dead are : John Laure, Chas. Lucies, 
Herman Pausscy, an unknown man, and 
John Sehofield. 

Among the most seriously injured are : 
John Brown, John Long, William Seinple 
and Dick Clark. Brown and long will pro- 
bably die. 

Women ran about regardless of the ram 
and mud, wearing their hands out and cry- 
ing, filled with a terrible fear that a hus- 
band or children might he in the ruins. 

An eye witness of tho disaster says he 
saw a crowd of workmen run into the 
building to seek shelter from the storm. - 
About thirty or forty men must luvo been 
inside. 

This disaster was the central feature, but 
much damage was done in all directions. 
The steel hoisting and conveying apparatus 
employed by the Silver Creek an i Morris 
and Ohio Coal companies was badly dam- 
aged. 

A large frame building was blown down 
at the corner of Third and Lower streets, 
South Superior, and a number of other 
buildings wero leveled, hut no casualties. 
Lightning played havoc with the Fisher 
hotel, Unitarian church, Union depot and 
other buildings, but no serious (ires re- 
sulted.

And 
this ia not, by any means, the only incon- 
sistency by which they will find themsel-'es 
annoyed and embarrassed if they tAieeced 
in carrying the measure now before the 
Dominion Parliament.

We see that the bill to secure the better 
observance of the Lordls Day, agreed to by 
a special committee of the Dominion 
House of Commons, prohibits " the 
printing, publication and sale of any news- 
papers, provided, however, that the 
necessary office work may bo performed 
.after nine o'clock in the evening of the 
(Lord's Day for the purpose of facilitating 
"the publication of a Monday morning issue 
of any daily newspaper." The effect of 
this bill, if it becomes law, will bo to con- 
demn all who are connected with printing 
and publishing daily newspapers in British 
■Columbia, to work on Sundays. In order 
to give printers, editors and reporters what 
is, in effect, the whole Lord's Day to them- 
selves, it h is become tho custom here for 
duly papers to issue a Sunday morning 
edition and to havo no Monday morning 
paper. Almost all the work of the 
•Sunday paper is don 2 on Saturday. 
On Saturday, editors und reporters do very 
nearly the whole of their work before 
twelve o'clock tit [night. Printers, proof- 
readers and pressmen work until two or 
three o'clock on Sunday morning, after 
■which the whole stall' are free to rest until 
Monday afternoon. Any one who lias been 
•employed on un Eastern morning 
paper feels the difference between 
gettiu^ out a Sunday morning paper 
and a Monday morning paper to be 
for him a blessed one. Where there is no 
.Monday paper to think about and to work 
for, lie has the whole of Sunday for him- 
self. It is then, indeed, a Day of Rest, and 
ho keenly enjoys the freedom from work 
and worry. Whereas, where there is a 
paper to be issued on Monday morning, 
those engaged on the literary part of it do 
not feel for a moment free on Sunday. 
There i3 Monday morning's paper lo think 
about and tojirepare for. Then there ia a 
great deal of actual work to do before nine 
o'clock in the evening, when the law allows 
•the compositors to go to work. Matter 
must be prepared for them, and that implies 
work for editors, reporters and telegraph 
operators. II the Monday morning's paper 
does not contain the very latest news the 
Sabbatarians will be among the Brst to com- 
plain. The Sunday morning's paper re- 
quires two or, at the most, three hours' 
work immediately after midnight on Sun- 
• day morning for compositors, proof readers, 
. -und pressmen, and, a little later, for carriers. 
•Monday morning's paper compels editors 
-and reporters to work the greater part of 
Sunday, and takes from compositors, proi f 
readers and telegraph operators the whole 
■of Sunday night. So that , as far as I his 
province is concerned, tho new 
law will take from newspaper 
men and printers the uninterrupted 
Sunday's rest which they have so long en- 
joyed, and make the Lord's Day to them

Then, again, why cut three 
hours off the end of the Sabbath day for 
secular purposesand punish thoso who work 
during its first thrco hours ? Are the lust 
fchroe hours of the day less holy than tho 
first three hours? It does not require a 
logician to prove that if it is wicked 
to work from midnight to three o'clock on 
Sunday morning, it is equally wicked to 
work from nine o'clock on Sunday night to 
midnight. Ami, although wo arc ready to 
Admit that Parliament b very powerful, wo 



UXGORROBORA TED. 

We are pleased to see that the Times has 
altered its tone somewhat with regard to 
the Tarto scandal and the evidence that 
has been adduced to support the charges 
that have been brought against Sir Hector 
Langevin. It denies that it sympathises 
with Owen K. Murphy, and it doss not ap- 
pear (|uite so jubilant as it was at the pros- 
pect — as it considered — of the condemna- 
tion of the men uccused. It, however, says 
that Murphy's testimony "is not unsup- 
ported." As our coutemporury believes 
that we are partial in the matter— which 
wc are not — we will quote what a news- 
paper, which it will admit is both disinter- 
ested and impart al, says about that per- 
son's evidence. • In an article, in which it 
gives a dispassionate and what it evidently 
desires to make a fair review uf the eu- 
quiry as it then stood, tho Toronto Mail of 
the 10th inst. says : 

" Whether or not a Minister, a Member of 
Parliament, and an official have benefitted 
in any way through the alterations made in 
tho contracts rest* for the prcitent n/mn tht 
testimony of Owen /;'. Murphy. Puitisaua 
on one side accept Murphy's statements as 
gospel truth and cast reproach upon those 
who arc Suid to have blackened his scarcely 
stainless record. Partisans on the other 
side pronounce him, offhand, a "lying 
wretch," and call upon us to close our eyes 
to any future testimony, and at once and 
forever to decide that be is a perjurer But 
it is too early to give judgment in his case. 
His word, uncorroborated, carries little 
weight, first, because he has described him- 
self as n defaulter, and, secondly, because as 
regards certain important payments there it 
no proof, beyond hit own word, thai the 
money drawn from the, jirm'x account ever 
went out of his poMentiion." 

The italics are ours. The Toronto Mail, 
which professes to be independent und un- 
biassed, says that whether Sir Hector Lan- 
gevin and Mr. Thomas McGreevy benefitted 
by the changes made in the contracts "reals 
upon tho testimony of Owen K. Mur- 
phy," and adds that "his word, 
uncorroborated, curries little weight." 
Aa if to deepen the impression which these 
expressions are calculated to make, the Mail 
states clearly and definitely that, "There 
is no proof beyond his own word that the 
money drawn from the firm's account ever 
went out of hia possession." Our contem- 
porary Iherofores sees that it is in error 
when it trie* to make its readers believe 
that Murphy's testimony is supported. 
There is not as yet a particle of evidence, 
documentary or oral, to confirm what that 
witness has sworn to. There is nothing to 
show that Nicholas Connolly was wrong 
when he stated as his conviction that 
Murphy put the money which he swears he 
gave to Sir Hector and to Mr. McGreevy 
into his own pocket. 

We think it right to keep our readers 
posted with respect to the progress of this 
very important inquiry. Our space does 
not permit us to publish the proceedings of 
the committee, but we have kept them in- 
formed as to what has been proved and 
what has not been proved. We are quite 
sure that, while the gnat majority of them 
do not desire to see those who may have 
done wrong escape, they woul I be very 
sorry to see any one who ia really innocent 
incur undeserved odium. Our desire in 
this matter is to be perfectly fair—" to hew 
to the line, let the chips fall where they 
may." 

A PROJECTED TRA XSFORMA TIOS. 

The Farmers' Alliance has economic, as 
well as political, ends in view. It desires, 
as our readers arc already aware, to make 
the State the people's banker and mcney 
lender. It alto proposes to make an im- 
mense corner in wheat. Some of the 
leaders of the organization want tie 
farmers of the United States not to soli 
any wheat until the price rises to a point 
which, in their opinion, is hi^h enough to 
remunerate those who raise it. There are 
some among them who desire not only to do 
this, but to bring the middlemen and the 
railways to terms. They believe [hut the 
merchant and tho common carrier make al- 
together too much out of the farmer, and 
they contend that the tillers of the soil, if 
they unite ami hold < ut resolutely and long 
enough, will be aide to make their own 
terms with the rest of the world. 

The Alliance proposes to transform itself 
into an immense co-operative concern, not 
only for selling produce but for the pur- 
chase and distribution of merchandise. The 
state is to be tho farmers' banker, and the 
Alliance is to bo their merchant— wholesale 
and retail. Tho projectors of this gigantic 
Bchcme are H. H. Balch, secretary of the 
Nitional Cordage Company, and Oswa'd 
Wilson, president of the Farmers' Alliance 
Ex.diange, New York. They have already 
taken tho initiatory steps towards the 
establishment of this immense trading 
branch of tho Farmers' Alliance. If the 
loaders of the organization havo their way 
tho farmer will be on top everywhere 
und in all things, politically, commercially 
and socially. The plutocracy must give way 
to him, and tho democracy will be at his 
feet. When he comes to his own, trusts 
and combines and syndicates will become 
powerless, and the whole framework of 
society will he put together again on alto- 
gether new principles. When tho Alliance 
will not only he tho great land-owner and 
broad-producer of tho United States, but 



the sole holder of political power and dis- 
tributor of political honors, the great 
merchant and manufacturer und the only 
manager of railways and telegraphs, where 
will the politicians, the monopolists and the 
millionaires be ? There is a good time 
coming for the farmer, is the burden of the 
song of tho Alliunce orators and advocates 
all over the United States. 

Wo arc very much afraid that these 
dreams will not he realized in our time. 
The social system, which has tiken thou- 
sands of year to grow, is not to bo upset 
and re- organized by un organization of 
fanners in a single generation. The san- 
guine projectors of the " National Alliance 
Union " will lind, when they attempt to 
put their lino theories into practice, that 
they had no conception of tho difficulties 
that stood in their way, and that they did 
not understand tho material with which 
they proposed to work what reflecting men 
know are really miracles. 



NOT ATTACKED 



If Alderman Richards had read our 
article on " The Proper Course" carefully, 
be would not have suid in the letter, which 
wc publish in another column, " Von ac- 
cuse me of going hack on my previous ac- 
tion and of committing a flagrant breach 
of good faith. " We preferred no accusa- 
tion of any kind against Mr. Richards.

Thomas Stratum, and 
David A. N. Ogilvy, who still resides here. 
Messrs. Coleman and Ogilvy went from here 
to Whatcom in a canoe, and there met their 
companions, with whom they made the 
climb in nine days.

Sew Hear Pit nt Helicon Hill. 

Grizzly, Cinnamon, Black and other 
bears that are now in captivity and owned 
by tho city of Victoria will have a splen lid 
place to disport themselves in the future at 
Beacon Hill. Out near the shores of the 
Straits, in the extreme southeast corner of 
tho park, a magnificent bear pit has been 
constructed that will accommodate all uf 
tho speck's of the bruin fumily that are 
now tied up in the park. The new pit is 
about 12 fret deep ami 30 feet in circum- 
ference It is encased all around with 
heavy two-inch boards, and has a tree 
about 'JO feet high in the centre f r the 
bears to climb. Around the sides of the 
pit are arranged holes for the bears when 
they feel like retiring from the public. The 
pit has been constructed on the most ap- 
proved principles, and n lleets credit on 
Chairman Munn of the Park committee, 
who has had the supervision of the work. 
The various members of the bruin family 
were transferred yesterday, dining the 
afternoon, and now the bears are all located 
in their new hemic, which, from ill appear- 
ances, they appreciate to the utmost. 

The Kirk Uloek. 

Mr. John Teaguo has perfected the plans 
for the new Kirk block, on Douglas street, 
-which extends from Port to View street, 
with a frontage of 240.feet and a depth of 
CO. feet. For the present it will be only two 
storeys in height with a basement, but will, 
in all probability, have additional storeys 
added. It will hoof brick, upon substan- 
tial stone foundations, the dressings being 
of stone und galvanized iron. The ground 
floor will cons st of nino stores, ull 
facing on Douglas street, two of them, 
moreover, heiug corner stores. The build- 
ing will he heated by steam, the upper flat 
being divided into single rooms, 
and euites of rooms suitable for 
offices or private apartments, The 
building will ho provided with an elevator 
well, though, for tho present, it is hardly 
likely that it will bo utilized.

has been made for light and ventilation, 
the suite3 of rooms having sliding doors, 
well glazed. The new block will bo neatly 
finished, both inside and out, and will have 
a janitor resident on the premises.

There will be 
music at the beach and ice cream and light 
refreshments on sale The tram cars will 
run as usual from the city. 

BUSINESS MATTERS. 

Wholesale trade differs very little from 
its conditions this lime last year. At the 
beginning of the month there was a con- 
siderable amount of dullness consequent on 
tho holidays, but matters are much better 
now. Dry goods for the time of the year 
are as good a 3 can be expected, this being 
a sort of between seasons. Sorting up 
orders were good until a few days since. 
Groceries are very quiot, the summer 
weather having interfered with trade to a 
material extent. In fuct, for many articles 
there is no demand at all. Fruits of the 
season are plentiful, and are to be had ut 
what are regarded as moderate prices. 
There is still much dependence on Califor- 
nia. The reduction of the duty on sugar 
has had tho effect of reducing the price from 
to 'J cents per pound, with the result 
that thero has been a considerably increased 
Consumption irrespective of the fact that 
the present is the preserving season. The 
ordinary staples are much as usual. The 
indications of tho season are that there 
will be a short pack of salmon. 
When the steamer Princess Louiso left the 
North the run on the Naas had not begun, 
while that on the Skeenu was no more than 
fair. On the Frascr, up to Wednesday 
night, the boats hail not averaged more 
than twenty fish. There arc those who are 
well satisfied that the pack will probably 
be a light one, because, as they say, it will 
have the effect of keeping up prices, while 
others will be inclined to tegiet the Bear- 
city, inasmuch as they have considerable 
contracts ahead of them, at prices already 
determined. Produce is steady and in 
good demand. New hay is on the market 
and the crop is fairly good. The prospects 
for cereals are better than had been expect- 
ed, the indications a short time since 
having been more or less disappointing. 
Fat cattle are not over-abundant ; 
but the butchers tiro able to keep 
up prices und console themselves with 
the reflection that the demand for meat is 
not at its greatest during the hot weather. 
The hardware trade is very good, builders' 
materials being especially active. Lumber 
is also steady at fair prices.

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AN EXPLANATION. 

To the Editor: — In your aitiole in this 
morning's issue of the " Colonist " you saw 
iit to attack mo for the stand I took on 
Wednesday evening lust, when Alderman 
Hunter's motion requesting the government 
to appoint Mr. Belyea a Justice of the 
Peaco was under consideration. You accuse 
mo ofj going back on my previous action, 
and of committing a flagrant breach of good 
faith. 

I have no intention of entering into a con- 
trovcrsy on thu subject, but, since you iines- 
tion my action, 1 think it but justice to my- 
self and those whom I have thu honor to re- 
present to explain my position. 

At the time the matter of the appoint- 
ment of a police magistrate first came before 
the Council, I was absent from the o;ty, 
and therefore not present at the meeting. 
At this meeting 1 now learn a certain gen- 
tlcinun presented to the council an objec- 
tion to the appointment of Mr. Belyea to 
the position of Police Mag'strate, accom- 
panied by certain affidavits, and laying 
certain charges against that gentleman. 1 
have always been in favor of tho appoint- 
ment of Hon. A. N. Richards, us I consider 
him the proper person, even at a salary ot 
§.'i,000, but his oiler was conditional upon 
his receiving from the city retaining fees on 
all important cases. For this reason I did 
not support Mr. Richards. A majority of 
the Council being in favor of Mr. Belyta, I 
decided to support • that gentleman, and 
have done so every time the matter has been 
under consideration. 

Circumstances are likely to arise, and 
often do arise, which force a person to 
change his views and opinions. 1 do not 
mean to say that I will not vote for Mr. 
Belyea when the proper time comes, but I 
do say, that befoie the council makes the 
appointment, Mr. Belyea should be fur- 
nished with copies of Mr. Boscowitz' letter 
and t lie documents inclosed, to afford him 
an opportunity to reply to same. 

The police magistrate is the chief magis- 
trate of our city, and I consider the 
council would he doing Mr. Belyea an act 
of injustice to appoint him police magis- 
trate without his first having an opportu- 
nity of replying to the charges laid against 
him. 

It was for this purpose, and this alone, 
that 1 moved the following amendment to 
Alderman Hunter's motion : " That the 
matter be deferred one week, and Mr.

to hanging -wall. Tho ore is equally as 
good as any found nearer the surface, much 
of it showing native and wire silver. The 
ledge bus now the right pitch, and if that 
tunnel had been extended a few feet 
farther, (!. B. Wright, would now bo the 
leading mining man in Hot Springs district. 
Such is luck. This strike in the Number 
One, along with the nine-foot strike in the 
lower tunnel of the Fourth, has OttUiOtl no 
little excitement among thu boys in Hot 
Springs district. 

THE NEW REED-PIPE ORGAN- 

Frederic Archer gave an interesting and 
enjoyable recital June 10th, at Lyon & 
Heuly's music rooms, on the new Reed-Pipe 
Organ. The instrument is the largest yet 
constructed of the Reed-I'ipe type, and 
generates music in a degree much like the 
Pipe Organ, in the peculiar blending of 
tone and the metahc vibrant quality. 
Fuch set of registers has a different relation 
to the sound board, and the tone is con- 
trolled by sound chambers, which give, in a 
different way, force to tone, as well as 
variety and resonance. The new feature 
introduced consists of flexible copper sound 
boards. This instrument is particularly 
well adapted for chamber concerts in small 
halls or private houses, and has decided ad- 
vantages over the ordinary reed instrument.

NELSON NEWS NUGGETS- 

(From tho Miner.) 
The new steamer Nelson is expected to 
receive the finishing touches, to-day (the 
18th.). 

As fine specimens of native silver as have 
heen discovered in the Lake country come 
from the recent discoveries on Rover creek. 
Tho owners of the claim from which the 
specimens are taken say it is looking well, 
and that before fall they will have a pro- 
position for a mining man to take bold of. 

Mat. Can ity, who has a claim on 4!) 
creek, a short distance above where the 
Covcrnment trail crosses the creek, was in 
town to-day for the first time in a month. 
He reports having a tunnel in 42 feet, with 
a good showing for a silver mine. Mat's 
statements arc at times a little extravagant, 
but he assures us that the above information 
is not in any way exaggerated. 

The price of Nelson dirt remains stiff at 
figures that range as high as §05 a front 
foot. H. Selous sold 50 feet on West Baker 
street for §3,000 cash, a Victoria capitalist 
being the purchaser, and a 50-foot corner on 
Fast Baker street for §1,575. W. C. Mc- 
Lean and John Lane purchased two build- 
ing conditions in block 14 for §508— dirt 
cheap. Oilier sales were made, but at fig- 
ures not reported. 

The delay in starting work at the Poor- 
m#n mine and mill on Eagle creek is oc- 
casioned by the Husseys being unable to get 
their affairs in shape. It was hoped that 
by s lie of the Morning mine matters would 
have been straightened out before tins. A. 
L. Davenport is now at Spokane, and on 
his return, next week, it is expected that 
operations will be resumed at the Poor- 
man. 

After a run of 00 hours, in which six- 
teen tons of ore were crushed, a clean-up 
was made at the Whitewater mill on Rover 
creek. The clean-up indicates that the 
mill will turn out gold bullion to the value 
of §5, 000 a month, to say nothing of the 
gold in the concentrates. This sum will 
more than pay all expenses incident to de- 
veloping the mine, so that a 20-stainp mill 
and other machinery can lie placed on the 
property. There is enough ore in sight to 
run the Huntington mill, now on the 
ground, two years or longer. 

Within the month active work will have 
commenced on four of the best known claims 
on Toad mountain, namely, tho Dandy, the 
•Silver King, the Grizzly Bear and the Iro- 
quois. The owners of the Dandy will put 
in machine drills, and shove development 
work eo as to lie in a position to determine 
as soon as possible the sized concentrating 
plant to erect on thu property. The present 
force on the Silver King will no doubt be 
increased. Men are now at work putting 
up buildings on the Grizzly Bear ground, to 
accommodate the force that will be employ- 
ed on the Grizzly Bear and on the Iroquois 
The wagon road will be completed to the 
Silver King Within ihu month, the route be- 
ing changed so as to run direct, to that mine. 
In Hot Springs district all indications are 
favorable for a good summer's work. The 
Skylino crosscut is in favorable ground, 
small stringers of galena being encountered. 
The Fourth tunnel is in ore. The Number 
One ledge is in place. Ashworth & Jevons 
will put machinery on their properties. J. 
O. Swift has returned fiom the Wood River 
country, and intends to put in sampling- 
works mar Ainsworth. A. W. McCuneand 
H. (iiegerich are both elated at their prob- 
pe'ets, and will return from Montana to 
Ainsworth in a couple of weeks. Taking it 
all in all, the outlook for the Kootenay Luke 
cjuntry was never brighter,

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EXPLORING MOUNT BAKER. 

A Sulphur Elver nnd a HarMo cim-llard to 
Beach the Summit. 

Somas, July 15.— On Sunday lust, F. L. 
Robertson, L. B. John and C. F. Stoops, of 
Blaine, returned from a prospecting trip 
around Mount Baker. The party numbered 
five, including J. H. Robertson and John 
Wagon, who came in last -week. Tho party 
brought with them some of the finest sam- 
ples of free milling gold quartz yet seen this 
side of the Caacade mountains, also samples 
of lava and the sulphur formations about 
tho crater and north glacier. Tho party, in 
going out, went up the middle fork of the 
Nooksack river, going to the north or moun- 
tain side of the canyon, which is 
but seventy-five feet in width and 
1,000 feet deep, then to the divide between 
the middle fork and liaker river. On this 
divide there is a lake of considerable size. 
Both the Maker river, which empties into 
the Skagit, and the middle fork of the 
Nooksack rise on the south side and drain 
the glacier there, which this party says is, 
if anything, of greater extent than that on 
the north side, being at least u half mile in 
width and 200 feet thick, in places being as 
clear as a crystal. It must be extensive, 
since it feeds two good sized rivers, tho 
Baker alone being larger than thenorth fork 
of tho Nooksack, which drains the north 
glacier. Tho explorers passed round the 
mountain on the east side to the glacier on 
the northwest side, end then followed 
down Glacier creek to the north fork. 
They say the milky appearance of the water 
iu the north fork is caused by the sulphur 
formation. The water is so strongly im- 
pregnated that no fish exist in the river. 
This is not true of the smaller streams on 
the south fork, which abound in trout. 
This party report the existence of u whole 
mountain side of marble on Boulder creek, 
which empties into the north fork. This 
was discovered before. They did not at- 
tempt the ascent of the mountain to the 
top, but are satisfied it can be accomplished 
from the east side. They saw tho camp 
fires on the mountain side of the other 
Blaine prospecting party, one member of 
which lost his life by accident, and 
the Whatcom party on tho nights 
of July 2 and 3. They arc inclined to be- 
lievo the Whatcom party did not reach the 
summit, for two rrasons. On July 3, the 
day they claim to have made the ascent, 
this party was in a position to have seen 
them and to have seen the flag, if one had 
been hoisted, also they do not think the 
mountain can be scaled from the west side 
where their camp fire was seen. 

Mr. John says the old crater was emitting 
no smoke during this trip. He said although 
he had conversed with a man in Blaine who 
told him that in tho fall of 1890 he saw fire 
in the crater on two different nights, he 
does not credit it, and attributes the ap- 
pearance of smoke to the vapor arising from 
the melting snow. 

The inability to distinguish the flag 
through glasses, on July 3, from Somas, and 
the previous failures in attempts to ascend 
Mount Buker, make its accomplishment 
from the west side by tho Whatcom purty 
very questionable. 

Prof. A. G. Ingraham, who has made the 
ascent of Mount Rainier, attempted the as- 
cent of Mount Baker with a party of nine in 
tho month of August, in 1889, and again in 
1890. They went up from the south and 
west side and failed each time to get over 
the glacier, where they found a crevasse 300 
feet wide and 500 feet deep. 

Mr. W. B. Goodwin, of Seattle, who has 
a claim on tho middle fork, and is fairly 
well acquainted with tho country in the 
vicinity of tho mountain, announced here, 
yesterday, that he would, with Mr. R. M. 
Hurd, of Seattle, attempt the ascent of 
Mount Baker in August. As they have 
had some experience in the Swiss Alps, he 
thinks they will accomplish their object, 
and make it known to a certainty that they 
did so.

Owen, and no woman should bo kept in 
bondage by any man, cither as a wage- 
worker or as a wife. When for any reason 
husband and wife cannot agree, they should 
separate openly and honestly. Women 
should have equal rights with men, but the 
men to-duy do not agreo with this proposi- 
tion. A time will eomo when they will."

RIVING HIS WIFE AWAY. 

Story of a Slrangs Agreement Between Two 
Ardent Socialists. 

Harry Gaylor Wilshire, who is a rich 
Socialist — surely a curious anomaly— and 
who, moreover, is unquestionably one of 
the most skillful expounders of socialistic 
doctrines in this country, is at present bo- 
journing in the Adirondack^, accompanied 
by his wife, and is seeking rest and recre- 
ation and paying board to the summer land- 
lords after the conventional fashion observed 
by the ordinary everyday human contin- 
gent. But Mr. Wilshire is an interesting 
personality outside of the fact that he oilers 
in himself the uncommon union of a bloated 
bondholder and an enthusiastic champion of 
socialistic theories. H<j illustrates in a 
notably direct and startling fashion the 
most "advanced" nineteenth century ideas 
, respecting tho marriage relation, and yet at 
the same time offers the illustration without 
raising any issue between himself and the 
State. 

Mr. Wilson's wife, who is an uncommonly 
beautiful and accomplished English woman, 
was, up to a comparatively short time ayo, 
the wifi! of Mr. Wilshire's fellow-socialist, 
his most intimate and well-beloved friend, 
.and his business and journalistic associa'e, 
William C. Owen. Mr. Owen is an Eng- 
lishman, a man of birth, breeding and varied 
accomplishments. During his brief career 
he has established and conducted a number 
of mugizines and periodicals devoted to 
illuminating and enforcing socialistic argu- 
ments, ami lias been an industrious writer 
of books designed to advance the cause of 
socialism. 

A STRANGE TRANSFORMATION. 
The transformation of Mrs. William ('. 
Owen into Mrs. Henry Gaylord Wilshire, it 
may be remarked, has not been attended by 
■ny disturbance of the Damon-Pythias re- 
lations that have existed for many years be- 
tween the men who aro now her first and 
second husbands. The transfer of the 
woman in the case from one Socialist orator 
and writer to the other one has been accom- 
plished without any of the unpleasant fric- 
tion that would undoubtedly have marked 
tho proceeding had it been gone through 
, with under the more staid and conventional 
notions that were i he intellectual stock in 
trade of our unemunoipated grandfathers. 
Wilshire, who, in addition to being the only 
millionaire Socialist in the country, is an 
eloquent speaker mid a very fascinating 
man, met the Owen family in San Francisco. 

They were poor and ho was rich, but as 
Owen sympathized with his views, ho be- 
caino a visitor at their house, where the 
somewhat dissatistied wife gave him a genu- 
ine welcome. Like her husband she was a 
finely educated woman, anil bad become 
used to a manner of living which their de- 
pleted income made impossible for her. 
Owen recognized tho fact that ho could not 
support his wife in the stylo that she de- 
sired, and that Wilshire could so support 
her, anil he agreed that she should apply 
for a divorce and lie would not defend. No 
charge of infidelity on either side was pos- 
sible. The only reason given to California 
courts was incompatibility of temper. It 
w as no unusual plea in that State, and tho 
decree of divorce was made.
